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Polio Shots To Be

Offered To Adults 


On Wednesday, December 9th 
from 2 to 6 o'clock in the after- 
noon, ‘the Didsbury Branch of the 
Canadian Legion, with assistance of 
the Mount View Health Unit will 
hold a Clinic to immunise adults 
against Poliomyelitis. Three doses 
will be mecessary. The second 
ciinie will be at the same times on 
January 6th, 1960. Third doses 
will be given probably in August. 
Times will be advertised later. 

All clinics will be held at the 
Lions Hall, Didsbury. 

Poliomyelitis has been prevelent 
in Canada for many years, annual 
outbreaks have occurred frequently 
in one or other provinces. A major 
Dominion-wide outbreak occurred 
in 1952. This was followed in 1053 
by an epidemic in which 8,878 
cases were reported, the highest in- 
cidence ever to ocaur in the coun- 
try Since that year, until now, 
there has been q steady annual de- 
ciine in the number of cases, This 
year, the downward trend has been 
reversed by large outbreaks in 
Quebec, Ontario and Newfoundland 
and a general increase in all other 
provinces, except Manitoba 

Alberta, has generally followed 
the trend of the rest of the coun- 
try. Up to 1952, with exception in 
the years 1927 and 1948, there had 
teen an average of 89 diagnosed 
cases each year. In each of the 
years 1927 and 1948 epidemics pro- 
ductd over 300 cases. In 10952, 774 
cases were recorded with 81 deaths. 
In 1953, the year of greatest inci- 
dence yet recorded, there were 1399 
cases with 109 deaths. Since that 
year there has been a steady an- 
nual decline in the number of cases. 
In 1951 only 65 persons contracted 
the disease and of these cases, only 
34 were diagnosed as being paral- 
ylic, However, this year, in keep- 
ing with the trend throughout the 
country, by the 3lst of October 
there had already been an increase 
in the reported number of paraly- 
tic cases. Till that date 46 paraly- 
tic cases had been notified, com- 
pared with only 21 for the same 
period last year, 

These clinics are for adults only. 
Children for several years have re- 
ceived immunisation at the Health 
Unit Pre-School and School clinics. 
Almost all our school children and 
an increasing majority of our pre- 
school children have by now, been 
protected to the standards at pres- 
ent advocated 

Several adults have also received 
immunisation against poliomylitis 
at the unit clinics. However, as a 
eroup, adults are relatively unpro- 
tected. It is important that this 
situation be remedied, because 
adults, especially those between 20 
and 40 years of age, are still sus- 
ceptible to the disease, and many 
contract it. Since 1951, in the 
province, adults have produced one- 
third of all cases of poliomyelitis. 
This is a high proportion, but the 
important thing js that, out of this 
number, nearly two-thirds of all 
the deaths have occurred, Espec- 
jally tragic are paralytic infections 
and deaths among pregnant wo- 
men, who are particularly suscep- 
tible to the disease. 

During the present large number 
of cases jin four of the eastern 
provinces, adults have contributed 
a relatively small] 25% of the cases, 
but have accounted over 50% of 
the deaths. This is why all adults 
should be immunised. You are not

SEEK HUGE HIKE 
IN FREIGHT RATES 


Canada's major railroads will ask | 
100 and 125 per, 


for increases of 
cem in the Crows’ Nest Pass grain 
rates before a royal commission on 
twansportation Friday. 

But both lines. the CPR and the 
CNR will propose plans that al- 
though allowing them with greater 
vevenues, Wil] not increase rates 
actually paid by western grain 
farmers, 

The CNR, it was learned Tues- 
day, will seek a 125 per cent in- 
crease in the Crows Nest rates. It 
will ask that parliament makes a 
grant covering the differences be- 
tween the existing rates and the 
“roposed rates, 

The CNR will tell the McTague 
royal commission that such a grant 
should be based on an estimate to 
be made each year by the board 
of transport commissioners on the 
amount of additional income the 
railway would earn each year un- 
do@a 125 percent increase. 

The CPR will ask for a 100 per- 
cent increase in Crows Nest rates 
but, as a private company, it ts 
seeking to avoid a sovernment 
subsidy. 

A straight subsidy could involve 
the company in a continual battle 
with the House of Commons. 

The CPR instead will ask 
taxation changes so that the ad- 
ditional revenue it would obtain if 
farmers paid the increase of 100 
per cent would be deducted from 
the firm’s taxable income 

This would relieve the company 
of a large burden of tax, without 
an increase in the Crows Nest rates 

The McTague commission is at- 
tempting to find a way out of the 
Canadian involved railway freight 
structure. Statutory rates such as 
the Crows Nest rates have resulted 
in an inereasing rate being placed 
on a relatively small number of 
products,

ON STORING DAMP GRAIN 
Owing to the prolonged period of 
unfavorable harvesting weather, 
Hiany Western farmers will be Taeed 
this year with the serious problem 
of storing a considerable amount of 
“tough” and “damp” grain on the 
farm. 

“Tough” Grain. If proper pre- 
eautions are taken it) should not 
be too difficult to store “tough” 
grain safely on the tarm, Here are 
a few suggestions. (1) Aim to reduce 
the moisture content and the tem 
perature of tough grain as much as 
possible before putting it in storage 
(2) A thorough cleaning of tough 
grain is essential, (3) Store vour 
tough grain in small bins, which are 
easy to get at for frequent examin- 
ation, and for turning, if necessary, 
(4) Keep a close check on the con- 
dition of vour “Tough” grain this 
Fall and Winter, 

“Damp” Grain, The safe storage 
of damp grain presents a more 
serious problem. Cleaning is a 
“must” for damp grain. Every 
means should be employed to re- 
duce its moisture content, and to 
keep it cool. Providing space is 
available, the simplest way of dry- 
ing damp grain is to mix the 
“damp” grain with “dry” grain of 
the same grade. Grain containing 
over IS per cent moisture must, 
however, be dried before it is put 
in storage. Grain drying on farms 
is now possible and practical if a 
well-designed drier is used and 
operated by «a competent operator 
who has a thorough knowedge of 
the requirements and dangers of 
grain drying. 

Seek Advice. Detailed information 
on farm grain-drying equipment 
and procedures can be obtained 
from the Agricultural Engineer of 
your Extension Service, or of your 
provincial University. If you oper 
ate a grain drier, be sure and send 
in one-pound samples of the grain, 
taken before and after drying, to the 
Board of Grain Commissioners, 
Winnipeg, for quality tests. Your 
local elevator Agent will be glad 
to forward the samples from your 
grain drier to the Board for testing

ABOUT FURNITURE 

Learn to distinguish between 60l- 
id woods and finishes. A cheap 
wood is often finished to look like 
higher priced walnut or mahogany. 
Hardwoods wear best, have beauti- 
ful grains that take good finishes. 
The most frequently used walnut, 
mahogany and bitch. 

Here are some ideas that will 
be of help to you: 

1. Choose your store carefully. A 
reliable store with a good reputat- 
ion is you best guide to confident 
shopping. 

2. Look around to see what pri- 
ces are available. 

3, Know the size of the piece you 
will need. 

Avoid a “dipped finish’’ (looks 
almost as if its painted) as it does 
not stand up too well, A varnished | 
or oiled finish is best. 

5. Examine furniture 
light. 

The life of a piece of furniture 
depends on its construction. Since 
a@ great deal of this is hidden or is 
not important that you learn a few 
details to help you compare quality 
workmanship with badly built it- 
ems. 

JOINTS:— See how the legs are 
attached on chairs and tables. 
Doweled or mortise and tenon 
joints are the strongest and best 
construction here. Nails are used

in lower priced furniture instead of] with pink accessories. 


screws and joints. 

CORNERS:— The corners of 
chairs and tables should be rein- 
forced underneath with blocks of 
wood - glued in, they should be 
reinforced by screws as well. 

TABLE TOPS:— As well as being 
glued at the base, a table top 
should be attached with screws or 
steel clips to anchor it to its base. 

DRAWERS :— The strongest and 
best drawers have dovetailed joints 
and a centre glide underneath. The 
inside of the drawer should be fin- 
ished with shellac or wax 0 seal 
the wood and protect it from dust 
and moisture. 

HIDDEN PARTS:— The back and 
undemeath of good furniture should 


also be well sanded and finished. On | thanks,

chests are often just pieces of card- 
board, stapled on, 

TESTS YOU CAN MAKE IN 

THE STORE 

1. Slide the drawers to see that 
they move easily without sticking. 
Pull at one end, if they are well 
balanced they need not be pulled 
from the centre to glide smoothly. 

2. Make sure doors close easily, 
don't stick, that the edges fit with- 
out sagging. 

3, Never buy a sofa or a chair 
without sitting in it. Even good 
ones may be a bit too smal] to be 
comfortable. 

4. Rub your fingers over the con- 
celed pants - insides of drawers, in- 
side frames, underneath back. You 
may feel roughntss you cannot see, 
and the smoothness and finish of 
these parts is a good indication of 


the quality of the furniture you are 


buying.
